The  recent  efforts  by 
Chet  Krause  and  others  in 
Washington  D.C.  on  behalf  of 
Olympic  Coinage  brings  to 
mind  the  story  of  the  1921 
winged  Liberty  dollar,  which 
was  also  directly  related  to 
hobby  lobbying# 

The  so  called  "peace" 
dollar  was  heavily  promoted 
by  Farran  Zerbe  the  ANA  act- 
ivist, who*s  opening  salvo 
at  the  1920  ANA  convention 
subsequently  brought  about 
the  introduction  of  a bill 
calling  for  the  issuance  of 
a "Peace  Dollar"  to  commem- 
orate the  end  of  hostilities 
between  Germany  and  the 
United  States#  Altho  the 
measure  never  did  become 
law,  the  dollar  did  indeed 
become  a reality  thru  the 
lobby  efforts  of  Zerbe  and 
his  cohorts#  Then,  back  in 
1920,  as  in  1982,  the  name 
of  the  game  was  "who  you 
know"  - the  proper  connect- 
ions# In  retrospect,  the 
Olympic  Coinage  cause  was 
really  more  sincere,  since 
back  in  1920  we  had  a perf- 
ectly good  dollar  design.

Have  you  ever  met  a per- 
son who  showed  you  coins, 
and  asked  you  what  they  were 
worth,  and  when  you  told 
them  the  value,  they  explai- 
ned that  they  had  come  from 
this  persons  Grandma  or 
Grandpa,  and  had  been  in  the 
family  for  many  years?  Or 
perhaps  the  story  will  be 
about  how  they  bought  the 
coins  about  two  years  ago, 
and  paid  much  more  than  that 
for  them  then.  They  think 
you  are  trying  to  get  the 
coins  for  a little  of  noth- 
ing. 

Well,  you  are  not  the 
only  one!  Dealer  or  collec- 
tor! I have  been  into  coins 
for  over  fifteen  years,  and 
believe  that  I have  heard 
Just  about  every  good  reason 
why  someones  coins  are  worth 
more  than  the  market  and  the 
books  say! 

I have  come  across  a man 
just  as  old  as  I am,  who  had 
an  1888  Indian  cent  in  poor 
grade,  (the  grade  is  in  my 
opinion  of  course).  I gave 
him  a reasonable  offer.  He 
just  laughed  at  me  and  said, 
"I  know  that  this  coin  is 
worth  S3 ,000”!  I also  sold  a 
1878P  S10.00  U.S.  gold  coin 
to  a relative  of  mine,  (sold 
for  $300) , who  took  it  to 
her  husbands  uncle  who  said 
it  was  worth  $2,000!  The 
grade  was  VF-XF.  Inter- 
esting? 


Or  how  about  the  person 
that  calls  * you  over  the 
phone  and  says:  "the  coin  is 
in  mint  shape",  then  when 
you  tell  him  that  you  have 
to  see  it  first,  they  bring 
it  down  to  show  you,  and  the 
coin  grades  VG!  You  tell 
them,  and  they  laugh  at  you 

and  say,  "Well,  the  other 
dealer  offered  me  $500  just 
now",  and  you  know  the  coin 
is  only  worth  $3*00  at  the 
most. 

What  do  you  do  as  a 
dealer  or  collector?  You 
just  be  polite  and  tell  them 
that  is  the  best  you  can  do. 
If  they  should  ask  you  for 
other  dealers  in  your  area, 

I say  tell  them,  because  if 
the  other  dealer  knows  what 
he  is  doing,  he  will  tell 
them  the  same.  In  the  long 
run,  if  this  person  goes 
from  dealer  to  dealer  and 
finds  out  you  were  right, 
then  chances  are  good  that 
he  will  come  back  and  trust 
you,  and  sell  to  you,  not  to 
mention  buying  without  dou- 
bting you.  BE  HONEST  is  the 
key  line!

BANKING  AND  BASEBALL  IN  OLD  OSHKOSH 
By  Bob  Lemke  WNWA 


Among  .he  ..aaaacteristics  which  make  National  Bank  Notes  30  desirable  to  collectors  are  the  signatures 
of  the  issuing  bank  s officers  — usually  the  president  and  cashier. 

These  signatures,  of  respected  men  in  the  community,  helped  give  the  stamp  of  legitimacy  to  the  notes.  It 
was  the  hometown  bankers  way  of  saying  "We  stand  behind  this  note,”  — an  important  consideration  in 

the  days  of  national  banking  when  paper  currency  did  not  enjoy  the  universal  acceptance  it  does 
today.

The  bank  officers’  signatures  on  a National  Bank  Note  remain  important  today.  A note  on  which  the  sigs 
have  faded  or  been  washed  away  will  always  sell  for  less  than  a similar  note  which  still  shows  the  signatures. 
For  collectors  of  today,  especially  those  who  collect  the  notes  of  their  own  city  or  area,  the  signatures  on  a 
National  Bank  Note  represent  an  interesting  link  to  the  history  of  their  community.  Many  times  the  collec- 
tor will  find  persona  for  whom  city  streets,  parks  or  other  memorials  have  been  named  were  signers  of 
National  Currency.  This  is  not  unusual,  for  in  the  hey-day  of  national  hanking,  the  officers  of  the  hometown 
bank  were  usually  well- respected  leaders  of  the  community,  active  in  local  affairs  outside  of  the  banking 
business. 

Each  signature  on  a National  Bank  Note  — whether  hand-autographed  with  many  flourishes  of  the  pen, 
rubber-stamped  by  a clerk  or  even  overprinted  — represents  a story  to  be  told;  a story  that  forges  the  link 
which  makes  this  money  of  yesterday  into  a collectors  item  today. 

This  is  the  story  of  two  such  signers,  Thomas  Daly  and  Leander  Choate,  who  signed  the  notes  of  The 
Commercial  National  Bank  of  Oshkosh  (Charter  tt 5557).  Rather,  it  is  not  the  whole  story  of  their  lives,  just 
a small  piece  that  interests  one  collector. 

Daly  and  Choate,  you  see,  were  baseball  pioneers  in  the  city  of  Oshkosh. 

Oshkosh  has  had  a long  and  distinguished  career  as  a professional  baseball  city  and  as  a spawning  ground 
for  major  league  baseball  players.  Hall  of  Fame  pitcher  Addie  Joss  played  his  first  professional  baseball  in 
that  city,  and  early  Oshkosh  teams  also  fielded  Cooperstown-inductee  Tommy  McCarthy  and  W.E. 
“Dummy”  Hoy,  the  deaf  mute.  Baseball  lore  says  that  it  is  on  Hoy’s  account  that  umpires  throw  up  their 
right  hand  when  a pitcher  throws  a strike,  and  their  left  for  a ball;  Hoy  could  not  hear  the  call  when  batting, 
so  a visual  signal  was  needed. 

Leander  Choate  helped  bring  professional  baseball  to  Oshkosh.  In  1887  that  city  joined  the  Northwestern 
League,  a circuit  that  comprised  the  cities  of  Oshkosh,  Milwaukee,  Minneapolis,  St  Paul,  Duluth  and  Des 
Moines.  Choate  helped  provide  the  financial  backing  that  stocked  the  Oshkosh  club  with  some  of  the 
finest  players  in  the  nation.  Oshkosh  won  the  league  championship  in  a close  race  with  Milwaukee,  and  the 
latter  team  was  instrumental  in  having  Oshkosh  dropped  from  the  league  the  next  year.  Indicative  of  the 
quality  of  play  on  what  became  known  as  “The  Famous  Team  of  1887,”  is  the  fact  that  most  of  the 
Oshkosh  players  moved  on  to  Omaha  — at  the  time  a major  league  team  — with  manager  Frank  Selee  in 
1888. 

Oshkosh  fielded  a professional  baseball  team  in  various  minor  league  circuits  off  and  on  from  1891  (Wis- 
consin-Michigan  League)  until  1953,  when  the  Wisconsin  State  League  disbanded. 


Banking  and  Baseball  (continued)  ' — 

Leander  Choate  signed  the  notes  of  The  Commercial  National  Bank  as  its  fourth  president,  serving  from 
1902-1910.  On  the  Brown  Back  notes  illustrated  here,  Choate’s  co-signer  is  Thomas  Daly,  cashier. 

Daly  was  not  involved  with  professional  baseball  in  Oshkosh,  except  as  a minor  financial  supporter  and 
fan  in  later  years.  His  baseball  career  in  the  city  was  entirely  amateur. 

Organized  amateur  baseball  came  to  Oshkosh  in  1865,  when  one-armed  Civil  War  veteran  Col.  Henry  B. 
Harshaw  formed  a team,  serving  as  its  pitcher.  Taking  the  name  of  the  Everetts,  after  the  popular  high 
school  principal  Arthur  Everett,  the  team  consisted  of  local  athletes  who  played  similar  clubs  from  Green 
Bay,  Madison,  Berlin,  Fond  du  Lac,  Neenah  and  Menasha  during  the  period  through  1872.  In  their  first 
game  in  1865,  against  the  Green  Bay  “Stars,”  the  Everetts  won  by  an  unrecorded  score,  even  though  Green 
Bay  scored  36  runs. 

The  team  got  together  for  a re-union  game  in  1885,  playing  another  local  club  in  a July  4 charity  match. 
In  that  game,  Daly  won  a trohpy  bat  put  up  as  a prize  for  the  best  batting  score. 

Baseball  was  played  little  differently  in  the  late  1860s  than  today.  Then  the  pitcher  threw  straight  armed 
and  underhand.  The  batter  could  call  for  the  ball  to  be  delivered  high  (belt  to  shoulder)  or  low  (belt  to 
knee).  A foul  ball  that  was  not  caught  was  not  considered  a strike,  but  the  batter  was  out  if  the  foul 
was  caught  on  the  fly  or  on  the  first  bounce.  The  players  used  no  gloves.  Otherwise,  the  rules  were  about  the 
■•me. 

Thomas  Daly  was  a bank  clerk  at  the  Commercial  Bank  of  Oshkosh  (founded  1855)  when  he  played  ball 
for  the  Everetts.  In  1881,  he  became  cashier.  On  Aug.  25,  1900,  the  bank  was  chartered  as  The  Commercial 
National  Bank  of  Oshkosh,  with  capital  of  $200,000.  In  1910,  Daly  became  president  of  the  bank,  and  his 
signature  moved  from  the  left,  to  the  right  Bide  of  its  National  Bank  Notes.  In  1919,  the  bank  went  into 
voluntary  liquidation  and  merged  with  the  Old  National  Bank  of  Oshkosh. 

Under  Charter  »5557,  The  Commercial  N.B.  issued,  according  to  Hickman  and  Oakes’  Standard  Catalog 
of  National  Bank  Notes,  a total  of  181,876  large  size  National  Bank  Notes,  all  Series  1882.  The  bank  issued 
Brown  Back,  Date  Back  and  Value  Back  $5s,  $10s  and  $20s,  a total  circulation  of  $1,449,500.

IN  DEFENSE  OF  THE 
"BLOCKHEADS"

Being  Swedish,  and  hav- 
ing heard  all  the  "dumb 
Swede”  jokes  by  age  54,  let 
me  now  come  to  the  defense 
of  the  Swedes,  who  minted 
"those  big  hunks  of  copper" 
for  use  as  money.  (Swedish 
plate  money). 

It  wasn't  that  the 
Swedes  wanted  to  use  the  big 
copper  coins,  but  being  lov- 
ers rather  than  fighters 
they  had  been  pretty  well 
beat  up  in  recent  wars,  and 
in  1644  gold  and  silver  were 
scarce  as  hens  teeth. 

Copper  ore,  however,  was 
readilly  available,  and  rea- 
lly the  only  native  material 
handy  for  coinage.  To  equate 
intrinsic  value  to  the  pre- 
cious metals,  cumbersome 


copper  plates  were  struck, 
with  the  values  and  the  roy- 
al seal  stamped  in  the  corn- 
ers to  prevent  shysters  from 
clipping  or  cutting  down, 
and  hence  devaluating  these 
monsters.  The  Swedes  called 
them  Playmynt,  and  some 
weighed  over  40  pounds!  Now 
thats  what  could  be  called  a 
solid  media  of  exchange!  The 
copper  plate  money  was  man- 
ufactured for  over  130 
years,  and  no  one  has  ever 
figured  out  if  the  Swedes 
just  liked  the  big  plates, 
or  if  the  shaky  economic 
situation  called  for  some- 
thing really  solid  for  the 
farmers  to  cling  to! 

Whatever  the  case,  in 
the  early  1700's  the  Swedes 
tried  paper  money,  redeem- 
able in  gold  or  silver,  but 
after  the  solid  old  plate 
money,  no  one  had  confidence 
in  it,  and  finance  minister 
Von  Goertz  lost  his  head  on 
the  deal!  (Beheaded).  I'd 
always  thought  that  the 
French  were  the  head  lopp- 
ers!  Well,  UF  DA.
